A clerk in 
the plaintiff’s grocery store, named Henry Siebern, 
testified that Schnell and his wife lived happily 
together when they boarded with him. That was 
before they went to Germany, in 1881. John 
Ahern, who lived in the same apartment house, 
306 Kast Twelfth street, New York, testified that 
in March, 1882, he heard Mrs. Schnell through the 
ventilator shaft of the house thank her husband 
for his kindness to her while she was ill. A 
butcher knew the Schnells were very happy to- 
gether, as they agreed about the purchase of their 
meat. The counsel for the plaintiff read a num- 
ber of letters, written to Mrs. Schnell by Blohm, 
In which he spoke of her as his “Dear” and his 
“Darling,” and sent her a thousand kisses.

MAJONE AND M’GLOIN. 


The Two New York Murderers Executed 
This Morning.

New York, March 9.—McGloin and Majone 
were hanged at 812 this murning. Both men 
were pronounced dead at 8:22. Pasquale Majone 
awoke at 5 o’elock this morning and dressed with 
care, McGloin had been awakened half an hour 
later. Both said they felt well. Last night they 
had expressed the intention of setting up all 
night, but shortly after midnight they 
retired, seeming anxious to devote ey- 
ery moment of the few hours to relig- 
ious conversation and exercise with their spiritual 
advisers. Aftet they had arisen Fathers Dunan- 
guet and Auxcletus went to* their cells and joined 
them in prayer. The men then went to the 
chapel in the prison to attend mass.

McGloin 
bore the sight with firmness, but Majone

and buried his face in his handkerchief. A num- 
ber of boys and women prisoners gathered in the 
chapel when mass was celebrated. Both attended 
devotions with the greatest apparent piety and 
yartook of the holy sacrament. On the return 
sua the chapel to their cells, théy had again to 
pass beneath the gallows but neither seemed to 
notice it. 

NEw YorRK, March 9.—They spoke a few words 
of greeting to two acquaintances and some of the 
keepers on the way back to their ceils and their 
demeanor was calm and collected, Shortly after 
this they partook of breakfast with apparent 
relish,and MeGloin conversed pleasantly with his 
counsel.

The New York Legislature Will Abolish 
' Them on Railroads.

ALBANY, March 9.—The speedy favorable re- 


port of the Senate Railroad Committee on Mr. 
Grady’s bill prohibiting railroad companies from 
granting free passes toany person except their 
employes created wild surprise in the Senate, 
and acontemptuous smile was seen on several 
countenances. At the same time that the bill 
was being reported, Mr. Benedict, chairman 


| of the Assembly Committee on Railroads, intro- 


duced it in that body. The bill was referred to 
Mr. Benedict's committee, and will be reported to 
the House. The smiles of derision that greet the 
measure are seen on the faces of a few unthinking 
men, Others see another side to it, and a few 
foresee an agitation to come which shall pus an 
end tothe practice of giving and taking free 
passes entirely. The bill provides that “no rail- 
road company, or Other transportation compapby 
doing business in this State shall 
GRANT FREE PASSES 

or tickets at a discount, or tor service. or for any 
other consideration over or upon their routes, 
except to their regular employes or other railroad 
officials or railroad hands. Proviaed, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed to forbid 
such railroad or transportation pervag: J from 
granting commutation or reduced-rate tickets 

but in such case such tickets shall. be furnished 
the public alike and without discrimination for or 
against any person.” A violation of the act is 
made a misdemeanor, and is puntshable as such, 
and the violator is hable in a civil action for 


damages to the person a, egy in. the sum of | 


$250 for each offense. here is aiso an addi- 
tional penalty of $500, half of which is to goto 
the informer, and the act is to go into effect June 
1, 1883. All meinbers of the Legisiature now get 
passes and use them freely. As near as ¢an be 
ascertained, ten of the 150 members of the Senate 
and Assembly actually send back their free 
passes and travel on 
THEIR MILEAGE ALLOWANCE. 

Of the rest, one can find, perhaps, fifteen or twen- 
ty who will entirely justify the use of passes, as 
many more who have no opinions about the ques- 
tion, and about one-half of the whole who feela 
little ashamed but use free passes because it has 
been the custom to do so.

The Weather Prophet's Big Storm 
Lost in a Late Shuffle of 
the Elements. 


No Indications of Any Unusual Atmospheric 
Disturbance Anywhere Except in Dakota. 
Where a Slight Gale is Blowing--The Out- 
look. 


E. Stoue Wiggins, LL. D., of Ottawa, Canada, 
is fast losing ground as a prophet, and probably 
by this time next week will have the title D. F. 
Cc. C. added to that he already wears. This quar- 
tet of letters might be misconstaued into mean- 


ing Firet Dean of the College. of 
Cyclones, but it doesn’t. Stripped of 
its mystery it plainly and unpoetically 


degree in the advanced class of scienced fools, 
and that he wears the belt asthe champion crank. 


As long agoas last November he warned the 
Canadian and American Governments tbat a 
terrible storm wouid make its appearance in the 
region of the North Pacific, sail arouna by way of 
the Tchuantepec route into the Gulf of Mexico, 
gathering strengtn as it went. then take 
a chute up the ane Valley, and 
carousing on the Rocky Mountains travel 
in a northeasterly direction nntil 
it struck the Atlantic coast. Death and destruc- 
tion were to follow in the wake of the storm and 
nothing less resistant than the Rockies them- 
selves would be able to withstana the extraordi- 
nary pressure. The storm is to reach the gulf to- 
night, but so far it hasn’t developed inthe North- 
ern Pacific, and the only indication of an atmos- 
pheric disturbance on the continent is a 
VERY ORDINARY.

blowing in Dakota. Mr. Wiggins’ storm has been 
a _ out for a wide area,

The weather in this neighborhood to-day is

They are ali stupendous failures as planet-readers 
and weatner predictors, and if they cared to adopt 
a sensible occupation might each get a cheap tele- 
scope and stand on a street corner with it, reveal- 
ing the beauties of the stars to the common multi- 
tude at “‘five cents a peep.”’ 

SERGEANT WEBER, 

of the United States Signal Service, said toa 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter who intervjewed him 
this morning that Wiggins was a crank and 
should be putintoa lunatic asylum somewhere. 
There wasn’t any sign of the promised storm. The 
gale in the Northwest, which moved at the rate of 
forty-eight miles an hour, would not be consid- 
ered unusual in any month of the year, not to say 
anything of March, which is always biustering. 

“Why.” said the Sergeant, “we have from ten 
to twenty storms of more or less flerceness every 
March; so, you see, itis a very easy thing for a 
man to sit down and predict one. According to this 
morning’s bulletin only one station,and that in the 
Northwest, reports an unusually high wind. This 
station is Bismarck. There appears to be a storm 
center in Northern Minnesota, and it is the only 
evidence there is of anything like astorm. Itis 
such a _ disturbance as we have every 
month. and is traveling in easterly direction, so 
that it will not strike us atall. Itis an ordinary 
low barometer and does not cover any unusal 
area.”’ 

“You have read Wiggins’ prediction?’ the re- 
porter asked. 

“Yes; and it sounds rather fishy. He says the 
storm will rise in the Northern Pacific and travel 
southwardly to the gulf. Experience shows Us 
that storms forming in that region do not travel 
in the direction he indicates. They move east-

either ata pass near the northern edge of the 
United States or at Cheyenne. If they rise in the 
Southern Pacific Region, rages cross atSanta Fe: 
but they never move down along the coast to the 

ulf. hen they rise in the gulf they may eitner 
tollow the course of the gulf stream or move 
north along the Mississippi and then 
turn east or take a _ direct northeasterly 
route. The course mapped out by Wiggins for his 
storm is unprecedented, and as I said before he is 
a crank. If he had located his prediction in any 
other month than March no attention would be 
paid to it.” oa 

“Is it possible to forecast a storm: 

“The weather bureau has demonstrated the 
possibility of showing when and where an incipi- 
ent storm may be expected topass. For instance, 
the September storm of 1882 was felt by the Signal 
Officer at Washington a week before it left the 
Gulf of Mexico, where it had its origin, and the 
cautianary signals along the coast in consequence 
had the effect of saving at least $6,000.000 
worth of marine property. The course of that 
storm was accurately mapped out, but it was in 
existence in the gulf at the time of its discovery.’

or None. ‘The weather is cloudy and foggy, but 
there are no inaications such as would be found 
there if the first installment of Wiggins’ storm

Last night the Donnelly-Gleeson libel case, 
which has been on actual trial for nearly two 
months in the Court of Criminal Correction, was 
brought to a close by the jury returning a verdict 
of not guilty. Yesterday afternoon was consumed 
by Mr. Garesche, the senior special counsel for 
the State, who opened his final argument at 1 
o'clock and spoke for five hours. At 6 o’clock the 
case Was given to the jury by Judge Noonan and 
a recess Was taken until 7:30 p. m., when the Dep- 
uty Sheriff in charge returned from the jury-room 
to inform the court that they had not yet agreed. 
Another recess was then taken until 9p. m., ee 
announced adjournment would be had 
if the jury had not agreed at that liour. The bar 
of the Court of Criminal Correction and the ro- 
tundas and flats in front of the Four Courts were 
filled with groups of men and women awaiting 
the result of a case that has _ caused 
wide spread _ interest. The coeurt offi- 
cials and attaches arranged many wagers 
on the result, while the immediate friends of the 
defendant and prosecuting witness thought the 
occasion too solemn to give expression to any sen- 
timents but sincerest hopes-for the welfare of 
their respective friends. At 9 o’clock Deputy 
Sheriff Carr announced that the jury was pre- 
pared to give a verdict. The recess was ended 
and Judge Noonan ~ ascended the _ bench. 
Mrs. Donnelly, — the defendant, and 
per husband took- the’ chairs __ beside 
Mr. Lodge on one sidt of the counsel’s table, while 
Mr. Garesche, Father Gleeson and several of his 
friends took chairs onthe opposite. The foreman 
handed the verdict to Deputy Clerk Fitzgerald,

The verdict was received in absolute silence, 
which was rapidly becoming painful 
to the principals, who were the attraction for all 
eyes. The quiet was first interrupted by Judge 
Noonan, who thanked the jury for their attention 
and discharged them from further service. The 
few acquaintances of Mrs. Donnelly came for- 
ward to congratulate the quiet little lady, whose 
mournful face brightened into a smile for tne 
first time during the long trial.

RUSSELL INSTITUTE.. 


It Will be Established at an Early 
Day Under Mr. Allen's Will. 


A Statement From Mr. W. R. Donaldson, One 
of the Trustees. 


St. Lours March 9, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In an eaitorial appearing in your issue of yes- 
terday, headed “The Russell Institute,” there ap- 
pear so many errors that I am constrained to 
make the following statement in justice to the 
memory of Thomas Allen, and to correct your 
informant, whoever he may have been: 

On the 19th day of July, 1855, Mr. Wm. Russell, 
conveyed to John T. Horner, of Helena, Ark., 
certain wild lands in Phillips, Conway, Desha, 
Monroe and Pulaski counties in trust for the use 
and benefit of the Russell Institute of  5t. 
Louis, with power to sell and convey the property 
and receive the money therefor and to account for 


and pay over the proceeds in cash as often as 
once a year or oftener to Thomas Allen, presi-- 
dent of the Board of Trustees ot the Russell In 
stitute of St. Louis, Missouri. 

These lands were wild and refuse land,whichMr. 
Russell was aware would be of slow sale, and 
hence he inserted a clause in these conveyances 
that “the trust shali be brought to a close 
as soon as conveniently may be, and if not con- 
cluded in ten years the party of the second part 
(Horner) shall sellithe property at auction and 
yay proceeds as hereinbefore required.” The 
aud irom the start had slow sale and but litile 
money was turned over to Mr. Allen before the 
outbreak of the war. During this period the 
sales and returns of money by Horner were en- 
tirely cut off and did not begin 
again until after the war andthe 
unsettled times of reconstruction in Arkansas. 
Ten years had been allowed as a limit for private 
sale, and the trust could not under the) ordinary 
conditions of peacetul times have been completely 
adiministered,according to the terms of the deeds, 
until 1865. As it was, despairing of selling what 
remained of the property aiter nearly twenty 
years, Mr. Horner, a tun of the highest integrity, 
desirous of being relieved of the trust, as the only 
means Of so doing, conveyed to Mr. Alien, as 
president of the Board of Lrustees of the Russell 
institute, the balance of the property unsold. 
This was in 1874. Untilit was ascertained what 
the property would bring and what amount would 
be avaliable for the purpose, it was impossible to 
determine on what scale the Ilustitute should be 
founded. 

The money was being paid in installments as 
realized. Inthis way some $47,000, during the 
period up to the time of the suit brought, had come 
into Mr. Allen’s hands; but he was desirous of 
selling the remaining lands before commencing 
the disbursement of moneys. It is needless to 
say that there was no concealment of Mr. Horne, 
the trustee, or of Mr. Allen. The president of the 
Board of Trustees and recipient of the fund and the 
heirs of Mr. Russell were cognizant of all these 
matters, and the public could have informed them- 
selves had they so chosen. 

In April, 1878, certain of the heirs of William 
Russeli determined to attack this fund, and to 
divert it from the Russell Institute and the educa- 
tion of youth to themselves persunally, and to 
that end brought suit in the United States Circuit 
Court, Eastern District of Missouri, claiming, 
aniong other things, that at the date of the deeds 
there Was not and never had been any corporation 
or educational institution Krown as the Russell 
Institute; that it had never been founded; that 
there never was any donor capable of receiving, 
holding or administering the trust fund; 
that there was no authority given to Herner, Allien 
orany one else to organize a Kussell Institute, 
and that,as the beneficiaries of the trust could not 
be determined, and there was no donor capable 
of taking, the trust fund belonged to the heirs at 
law of Wm. Russell. It was jurther charged that 
Mr. Allen refused to account to them, the com- 
plainants, for the money, which he uadoubtedly 
dia as “guardian of tte fund for the 
youth of St. Louis. Mr. Allen, 
as his duty was, defended the validity 
ofthese conveyances, On behalf of the Russell 
Institute, and against the claims of these parties. 
On demurrer to the bill Judge Treat in 1879 up- 
heid the validity of these conveyances as gifts to 
charitable uses, and decided against the claims of 
the complainants. They appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, where the decision of 
Judge Treat has just been affirmed. The trust 
{und is thus saved to the Russeil Institute and to 
the youth of St. Louis. In 1879, on the decision of 
Judge Treat, Thomas Allen, W. R. Allen and 
Wm. K.Donaldson associated themselves together 
and presented a petition to the Circuit Court of the 
City of St. Louis, and were duly incorporated un- 
der the name of the ‘Russeil Institute of 8t. 
Louis,” to take possession of and administer the 
funds and property in couformity to the wishes 
and conveyances of Mr. Russell. Of this Mr. 
Allen was president of the Board of Trustees. 
That corporation will proceed to do its duty in 
the premises. Until the final determination of the 
Supreme Court of the United States nothing 
could be done beyond organizing. 

As to this fund being in the Allen estate, Mr. 
Allen on his death-bed, on Febuary 18, 1882, in a 
codicil to his will directed: “In case the Supreme 
Court of the United States shall approve the deci- 
sion of the District (?) Court of Missouri in rela- 
tion to the Russell Institute, it is my will that my 
executrix and executors have a settlement with 
the surviving trustees of said Institute, and pay 
over to them whatever may be found due; but it 
is also my will that in such case a lot shall be con- 
veyed to said trustees for the erection of a buiid- 
lng for that purpose therein described as tollows: 
A lot fronting on Allen avenue 150 feet in the city 
of St. Louis, bounded as follows: North by Allen 
avenue, east other lands of mine, 
south by same, the middle of the block, and next 
by Park place; and $5,000-in money, to aid said 
trustees in grading said lot and for other purposes 
connected with said institute.” 

The fund is, therefore, recognized as that of the 
Russell Institute. It does not amount to $200,000. 
No steps are necessary to see that Mr. 
tussell’s design ure carried out. No one 
excepting the patties plaintiff ever claimed 
the money,and the property never belonged to any 
other than the Russell institute. This worthy ed- 
ucational institution is as nearly established as 
hostile litigation would allow it. Mr. Allen has 
been the custodian and defender of the fund, and 
deserves the commendation of all ri ht-thinking 
people for the fight he has made for the existence 
of Kussell Institute and against the attempted 
perversion of its funds.
